tal of every investor in the Colony and the 
credit of evory enterprise were affected by 
the plunging of this man of straw, who at 
oue time figured as ‘bear’ and at another 
aa ‘bull,’ causing, along with others of -his 
kind but with longer purses‘ and perhaps 
tore cunning, violent fluctuations in ale 
most every stock. It was ludeed ‘high 
time that this unlimited trafficking in fice 
Htious shares to’ th detriment of the .cre- 
dit and honour of the Colony and. to the 
tuln of many should be cheoked, and tho 
brokers themselves having utterly failed 
to effect any reform there was nothing left 
but’ for. the law to strike at the root of this 
Gotitions share tiafic, which Me Keawigk’s 
Bill will do protty eactivaly.

Paohua, with the exception of the Customa 
ataff, who are armed in the Custom house,

CONDITION OF GERMAN WOREMEN, 

London, Avg. 16.—The Vossiche Zeitung 
recently -gave an exceedingly discouraging 
visw of the present condition of the poorer 
classes in Germany, and the Borlin-curras- 
poudunt of ttiv Londen News recently 
made o tour of Germany to personally .in- 
vestigate the matter. Ha telagrapliato-day 
that undoubtedly yreat numbers of ordin- 
ary laborers in Germany aro’ juat now auf- 
fering severely from the high prices of 
bread, potatoos and moat ; of meat, whethor 
in the fresh or salted form German work- 
men have nevor been able to partake ox- 
cept onos or twice a week. The recent rise 
in the prices of breadstuiis has substantial- 
ly increased the cost of living, but in a few 
important industries wages have also risen 
during the past two years. In tho coal 
mining districts and in the iron manu- 
facturies thoy have been advanced very 
copsiderably. In the cotten and some 
other industries also, wages have tended 
upward. Certainly, howover, the working 
people employed im the smaller branches 
of induatry have been unable to ob- 
tain better remunoration for their 
labor. Included in these are the. people 
engaged in the productive, that is to say,’ 
saleabla houschold work. In respect ‘of 
these, the old order is passing away, and 
the competition vf the larger and better’ 
organized works is steadily supplanting 
the smaller ones, It is amongst these 
that the present trouble: is arising, as woll' 
aa amongst the common. laborers employed 
on the land. This is the main. reason for 
the lange emigration from Germany during 
the past year, Just how the pressare upon 
these classes is certainly increasing, and 
they are e6 bumorous aa to justify, in o 
jroeasure, the stutement of the Voassiche 
Zatung, Isis generally delieved that even 
in the coal, iron and other industries the 
recent advance of wages may not be long 
sustained. Still there is no warrant for 
supposing that thore is widespread desti- 
tation in Germany. Undoubtedly a good 
cage can vasily be made out for abolish- 
ing the import duties upon agricultural 
pr ducta, and alhough, in view of the 
commercial treaties which Germany is 
now negotiating with other countried, 
the Government haa not hitherto an-
